Visitation, Group Activities, and Dining Rooms: No change to current protocols. Families of residents
in the affected neighborhood are notified and provided the appropriate guidance.

REMINDER FOR ALL VISITORS: Please always screen-in at the COVID-19 screening kiosk in the
entry of the house you’re visiting PRIOR TO contact with residents or staff. If you have been exposed
to a positive case and/or have symptoms (or potential symptoms), it is best to either stay away from
WWVH until symptoms have subsided, or test at home before coming to the facility, or call us in
advance so we can assist you here. If you test positive and have been at the facility at any time within
the week prior, PLEASE notify us by calling our Infection Preventionist at 509-394-6808.
